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Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Interview Summary 

In the interview on August 2 nd , 2004 between John Miller, Nathan Sloan, and Jens 
Jenkins a proposed amendment to the claims was discussed in light of the relied upon art 
of record, specifically Usui and Durden. Applicant's amendment is directed at scaling 
collected EPG data both temporally and selectively to store data having a variable level 
of richness. 

With respect to the relied upon art of record, the Usui reference teaches scaling 
according to factors (col. 9:10-25). However, these factors are not adjusted temporally to 
provide a user with information beyond the time range typically supported in an EPG 
system. The Durden reference teaches providing an EPG with both full and sparse data 
(Fig. 2) where a user may choose to see data further into the future by transmitting only 
sparse data for beyond a given time range of N hours and thus conserving memory. 

Examiner proposed a clarifying amendment indicating that "... the selective 
scaling includes selecting a customizable and variable level of richness . . . ." This 
difference is important because while Durden clearly teaches a variable level of richness 
by transmitting a full and sparse event information table, the user is not provided with 
any means to customize the type of sparse data that is stored for a given time range. This 
functionality provides a user with the opportunity to select or exclude (see spec, at p. 6:9- 
10 and p. 14:4-5) the different types of sparse data that is stored. In this manner, a user is 
capable of filtering and storing only sparse data most pertinent to their individual tastes 
for more distant time periods than are normally supported by traditional EPG systems. 
Because the proposed amendment appears to provide new, useful, and non-obvious 
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benefits over the relied upon art of record, applicant is encouraged to submit the 
discussed amendment for reconsideration by the examiner of record.
